ORDER 
In G. O. (Ms. ) 3/74/LBR dated 3-1-1974 Government had constituted 
a Court of Enquiry under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act for 
enquiring into matters appearing to be connected with or relevant to an indus 
trial dispute between the employers of the textile units of the State and their 
employees in the industry. The report of the Court of Enquiry was received 
by the Government on 10-11-1975 and itwas published as per G.O. (Ms.) 5 /76 / 
LBR dated 7-1-1976 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary dated 7-1-1976 . 

The report has been examined by Government. They also held several 
rounds of discussions with the representatives of the employers and employees 
on the recommendations.

After a detailed examination of the report, Government accept the 
recoinmendationsmade in the report of the Court of Enquiry with themodifica. 
tion that instead of adopting Trivandrum index as the index common to all 
the mills in Kerala, the index of the respective centres will be accepted , for 
working outthe benefits allowed , in respect of the mills in the concerned area. 

Considering the present financial position of the textile mills in Kerala, 
Government consider that it is only fair and proper that the managements 
pay the arrears due to the workers consequent on the acceptance of the 
recommendations, in instalments . 

Government expect the management and the workmen to co-operate 
and help the smooth implementation of the recommendations of the Court of 
Enquiry as accepted by Government, thus ensuring industrial peace and 
harmony in this important industrial sector of the State .
